Williams Denounces Socialism. 
Norman, 
Okla., 
May 
5.—In 
che 
course of an address 'to the students 
of the University school of 'law de­ 
livered here Friday, Justice 'Robert 
L. Williams of the state supreme 
court made a scathing attack on 
Socialism, declaring that it was ab­ 
solutely destructive and bught nev­ 
er to prevail1. 
He asserted that socialism assail­ 
ed the -estabished law and struck at 
the 
firmly 
established 
principles 
which secure equity and justice, and 
admonished his hearers to become 
citizens 
who 
sought 
to 
build 
up 
rather than tear down, who pushed 
their reforms in the light of optim­ 
ism rather than under the guidance 
of a rancorous pessimism. 
Judge Williams took up and dis­ 
cussed carefully the recent decision 
of the New York supreme court, 
holding that an act making the em­ 
ployer responsible for death of. or 
accident to employes when there was 
no negligence on the part of the 
employer 
was 
unconstitutional 
be­ 
cause it was an unjust discrimina­ 
tion. 
He said that the proper way to 
bring about such reform was through 
the charter granted to the company 
or corporation. For that reason he 
declared it absolutely necessary that 
Oklahoma have all common carriers 
domesticated 
unless 
Roosevelt’s 
scheme of exercising federal con­ 
trol over such carries 
Should 
l>e 
adopted.

plan.-* of the army in the near future. 
T -h r.q u ire d the taking of the com­ 
mittee into bds confidence on the 
Mexican situation, and the chief of 
staff created a real sensation when 
he paused in his -statement, and turn­ 
ing to tin. 
committee stenographer 
and said: 
“Now, just law' your pencil down 
a minute.” 
Getting Things in Shape. 
Chairman Hay of the committee in­ 
structed the stenographer not to take 
notes, and then Gen. Wood informed 
tike commit* e, among other things, 
thiat the Mexican crisis has reach­ 
ed a state "'here, in -his judgment, 
armed intervention to protect Amer­ 
icans in Mexico will be inevitable, 
and that in view of this grave situ­ 
ation the war department is getting 
things n shape to send more troop-* 
to the frontier. 
In this em nee t ion it 1s of interest 
that tine- war department today is­ 
sued 
another order, 
appointing 
a 
board of officers to sit at Fort Myer. 
Va., on May 22, to examine “such 
applicants for commissions in vol­ 
unteer forces as may be authorized 
to appear before it.” 
On the best authority if is stat d 
that the military situation will re­ 
gard to intervention would be this: 
Outline of Army Plan. 
Out of the marines at Kuantanamo 
the regiments at Galveston and the 
provisional division at San Antonio.

via Galveston to 
Vera Cruz and put into the City of 
Mexico within ten days. After a sec­ 
ond force of the same magnitude
